Diana is very skillful at processing them and | think really 
prefers to start with a good print rather than an electronic copy. I'm glad you understood what | was trying to 
accomplish with the editing. You and | may have had similar training in composition, in which variation in 
sentence structure is stressed. We both tend to put that ahead of absolute clarity, and in technical, non-fiction 
writing, clarity needs to come first. We are writing about highly technical subjects, but an audience 
consisting mostly of good solid average readers tends to lose interest in anything that seems a little to hard 
to follow. 


Of course Diana came! She looked and acted fine, said nothing about being ill, and made no apologies 
about being three months late with this issue or not finishing it before she came.

Loosely laid in is a photocopy of an interesting letter written in 1848 by W. E. Du 
Bois to Maskell E. Curwen, encouraging him, among other things, to “write for posterity; they will 
thank you; write for your own satisfaction; write to do good & get good...” The extremely rare De- 
cember 1849 supplement comprising pages 221-240 contains the attractive plate of California and 
Mormon gold coins (probably the earliest metallic embossed coin illustrations produced in this 
country), the tipped-in Mormon plate and the first appearance of the unusual and sought after packet 
of actual gold samples. The principal work itself is a landmark in American numismatics. For nearly 
two decades it was the only practical guide available to American coin collectors. It was also the first 
work to announce and depict pioneer gold coins and the first to illustrate the 1804 dollar. Addition- 
ally, according to Arthur H. Frazier in his 1975 Smithsonian Institution publication on Joseph Saxton, 
it is one of the earliest works to combine daguerreotype photography, electrotyping and the medal 
ruling machine for illustrative purposes: “The illustration of the second United States Mint which 
Eckfeldt and Du Bois had published in their Manual of Gold and Silver Coins was produced from a 
photograph Saxton had taken in 1841 with his daguerreotype camera pointed northward from the 
south side of Chestnut Street, the street toward which the Mint building faced. Christian Gobrecht, 
who by then had become the Mint’s Chief Engraver, made a bas-relief from the daguerreotype, and a 
facsimile of that bas—relief (which was of soft metal) was produced by the newly discovered art of 
electrotyping. Saxton then made an engraving of the electrotype with his medal ruling machine. This 
illustration accordingly represents a combination of the three most scientific advances in graphic arts 
up to that time. Moreover, it could well be considered a ‘missing link’ in the evolution of the methods 
used to make pictures. It was produced during the transition from medal ruling methods to da- 
guerreotype photography, and it contains elements of both stages of that development. Just beneath 
the left side of this illustration of the building, in letters barely visible, one can detect the name 
‘Gobrecht, ' and beneath the right side, the name ‘Saxton.’ ”

The time period spanned by this most interesting series of numismatic letters marks the beginnings of a Renaissance in American numis- 
matic scholarship. Picking up the banner a half century after Sylvester Crosby had planted it in 1875, Wayte Raymond published myriad 
works covering the entire numismatic field, though their very diversity and usual brevity tends to undercut an enduring importance. 
Beyond the 1894 Betts work on early medals, few titles in the intervening years were written from the historical perspective, though many 
remarkable die studies on large cents and other series appeared in the late nineteenth and early to mid twentieth century. By the early 
1950s, Walter Breen, under the sponsorship of Raymond, was researching the National Archives, John Ford was revolutionizing the Ameri- 
can coin auction business, and Eric Newman was beginning to publish the results of his careful researches. With the dispersal of the 
Newcomer and Colonel Green collections, and the first trickle of Brand material, research-minded, collegial collectors such as FE. C. C. 
Boyd, Homer Downing, Eric Newman, and others, had a rich source of rare material available not only to enrich their collections but to 
enable them and others to more easily conduct and share serious research. And do it they did! Mostly written between 1948 and 1955, the 
Newman/Boyd letters present here dwell mainly on American colonial numismatic topics, and include the two letters cited on pages 162 & 
163 of the October 14, 2003 Stack’s sale catalogue. Newman’s May 10, 1945 letter lists a number of colonial coins wanted for his collection. 
The text of his next letter, dated March 5, 1948, is reproduced in the Stack’s catalogue, and concerns his interest in writing a monograph on 
Fugio cents for Wayte Raymond’s Coin Collector’s Journal. The next letter, also cited in the Stack’s catalogue, acknowledges receipt of 
Boyd’s Fugio collection, and features a second page omitted therein, as follows: “...advancing die breaks. We likewise can tie the 1778 
imitations with the 1787-88 coinage. We will try to make clear the fact that our Colonial antecedents were not as law-abiding as Mr. Crosby 
would have us believe. The price of copper was apparently low enough to stimulate the cooperation of both the counterfeiters and those 
undertaking state coinage toward mass production. This may be old stuff to you, but if you can help me out with any of your specimens, 
new die varieties or new items, it would be very helpful.” Addressed formally till now, Boyd becomes “Dear Freddie” in Newman’s July 20, 
1947 letter marking his first visit to Boyd’s home: “For you to be visited by two plagues in one day (the Japanese beetles and myself) is more 
than you expected. You really made me as welcome as Brasher feels, and you know that that is saying a lot...There is little need for me to 
comment on the thrill it gave me to see the items you showed me in your incomparable third floor warehouse.” Appended to Newman’s 
July 28, 1948 letter is a two page list of “Missouri paper money duplicates” and other items. An August 30, 1948 letter recounts, with rather 
caustic humor, a vacation to Los Angeles, where he visited the La Brea tar pits: “Unfortunately, they are fenced off now but I think many 
residents of Los Angeles should wander in. In Los Angeles we were constantly confronted with Painless Parker the Credit Dentist, Mad 


Cf [of 
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Man Muntz who would give used cars away but his wife won't let him, Dr. Chan who cures all diseases with Chinese herbs, and last but not 
least Forest Lawn Mortuary which has everything in time of trouble — life insurance, flowers, stained glass windows, bell towers, private 
mausoleums, ministers and fenced off hallowed ground — we had to laugh when we read in the cemetery rules ‘No picnicking on the 
grounds’). Even Kosoff agreed that mostly demented people live there and he calls his customers nutty to their face.” Newman’s October 6, 
1948 letter tantalizingly begins: “I delayed answering your letter of September 19, 1948 with your suggestions as to the prices for the 
Colonial coins, as I am waiting to discuss the matter with one of the heirs of the Johnson Estate...” The next letter continues: “I have been 
struggling on your behalf in an effort to have the estate make certain drastic reductions in prices...I am able to get youa number...{including] 
the unique Confederatio Nova illustrated in Crosby.” Skipping several interesting letters, on September 1, 1954 Newman writes concerning 
“the unfinished text of what I am writing on Virginia coinage.” It and the following letter contain much of interest on the topic. Newman 
skewers B. Max Mehl in a December 13, 1954 letter: “His auctions intrigue me. He owns the material and you get the privilege of bidding 
against Mr. Mehl. Whatever bid you put in is the bid you buy it at even though it states that you will be bidding against other bidders. I 
called him up on the phone’ and told him that I would buy at my prices if he really was going to sell the material; if he wasn’t going to sell 
it to withdraw my bids. It was quite a novel conversation with the Dean of the Dealers. No holds are barred, these days.” In a February 10, 
1955 letter, Newman discusses what appears to be a three-way trade between Mrs. Norweb, Newman, and Boyd. Ina March 11, 1955 letter, 
Newman notes that “Mrs. Norweb has now indicated that she is coming to see me.. .and is going to bring a good many of her coins and 
look at a good many of mine. She really is an enthusiast and I wish you could share the fun of our little western get-together.” Newman 
notes in the penultimate May 19, 1955 letter that “Walter Breen writes me that he has been stimulated by you to publish new varieties of 
New Jersey cents and to straighten out a few matters concerning them.” In the last letter, dated May 24, 1957 Newman writes that “I think 
you are making the right decision to sell your home and move into an apartment... I think it is very wonderful for you to be willing to sell 
me the notes which you secured from the Raymond Estate at your cost.. I know I will find a great many which I do not have.”

The very rare first printing bound up before the discovery of an 1804 dollar originally presented in 1836 by 
the United States Government to the King of Siam. At the 1962 American Numismatic Association Convention, David Spink and James 
Risk announced the discovery of this hitherto unknown 1804 dollar, housed in a presentation case with other United States coins. The 
Newman-Bressett book had been typeset and a small number of proof copies had already been printed when this new information 
became available. Further production was immediately halted and the entire work was quickly rearranged and re-edited to accommodate 
the important new data. Copies of the initial version offered here are seldom encountered and feature information not found in the 
published work.

Perhaps the easiest method to detect the two printings is to view page 70 which, in the second printing, depicts the 
King of Siam set in its original presentation case.

Of the highest importance. The son of financier Hetty Green, popularly known as the “Witch of Wall Street,” Colonel E. H. R. Green spent 
untold sums in the 1920s and 1930s on his hobbies. He vies with King Farouk as perhaps the most eccentric coin collector of the twentieth 
century. Both men shared an intense interest in shady ladies and pornography; Green reportedly displayed a stuffed and mounted (if that 
be the proper term) whale penis inside the entry of one of his residences. An excellent biographical sketch of Green is featured in Special 
Supplement III of the Bowers and Merena August 30, 1999 catalogue of the Walter H. Childs collection. Arthur H. Lewis’s appropriately 
named full-length biography, The Day They Shook the Plum Tree, perhaps best tells the remarkable story of Hetty Green and her unusual 
son, who, upon Hetty’s death, spent some $3,000,000 a year on yachts, coins, stamps, jewels, orchid culture, and other less respectable 
endeavors. His numismatic holdings were amassed on a scale exceeded by few, and the truly remarkable inventory present here confirms it. 
The first sheet comprises a “Recapitulation of Coins, Medals & Tokens” with a face value of $126,409.13 for 51,018 pieces, valued at $376,799.64. 
The second sheet features a “Recapitulation Paper Money” with a face value of $839, 688.92 for 62, 434 pieces, valued at $858,122.18. There- 
after, the inventory sheets feature columns for Trunk/Book/Page/Date/M M/Denomination/Remarks/Face Value/Good/Very Good/Fine/ 
Very Fine/Ex. Fine/Unc/Proof/Total Pieces/Value. Since the items are listed by the trunk in which they were stored, the arrangement is not 
always orderly. The result is similar to Virgil Brand’s ledgers, which are arranged by date of acquisition. All the good things are there, but 
serendipity may be required to find them quickly. Green’s American holdings are comprehensive and laden with rarities, from colonials to 
pioneer and federal gold issues, half cents to silver dollars, from Hard Times tokens to patterns to encased postage stamps. The foreign 
portion is hardly less impressive: extensive foreign gold, especially rich in Mexican, Central and South American pieces, but running the 
gamut, including platinum and other Russian coins. While the face value of the paper money predominates, nearly ninety percent of the 442 
pages are devoted to listing coins, tokens, and medals. Indeed, $198,256.00 of the various “bank notes extracted from various trunks,” were 
“delivered to the Redemption Department of United States Treasury, Washington, D. C. and destroyed.” Green’s obituary in the July 1936 
issue of The Numismatist summarizes his collection well: “Although he kept his personality well in the background in numismatics, he had 
been for a number of years one of the largest and most active collectors in the United States, and when his collection is disposed of—if it is, 
publicly—even those who knew him well will probably be surprised at its size. He had several agents among the dealers who were always on 
the lookout for rarities for him, and for whom he was always a desirable customer.” In American Numismatic Biographies, Pete Smith sheds 
light on this amazing inventory: “On October 25, 1936 [Colonel Green’s] collection was transferred from South Dartmouth to the First 
National Bank of Boston. The move required eight armored cars, sixteen private guards and seven state policemen. At the time the value of 
his coin collection was estimated at $5 million...In 1937 F. C. C. Boyd was asked to make an appraisal of the collection. The courts deter- 
mined that the value for tax purposes was $1,240,299. His total estate was valued at more than $40 million.”
